League at luncheon today, asserted 
that the American navy is deteriorat- 
ing, outlined the' respects in which 
lie believed such to be the case and 
urged that investigation of ..the nation- 
al defense and a comprehensive pia.i 
lor the future should be made obli- 
gatory upon the next congress. 
Lack of 
battle-cruisers, 
airships, 
armed aeroplanes and men, lack of a 
naval reserve of 
experienced 
men, 
lack" of a comprehensive policy of na- 
tional defense, lack of general public 
knowledge of the navy's condition, re- 
duction of complements of some ships 
to man other'and newer ships and 
general unpreparedness on the part 
of 'many battleships and other fight- 
ing units were enumerated as in- 
.Btances 
of 
naval 
inferiority. Mr. 
Meyer said, in part: 


Few Warships Fit 
"Of the thirty-three battleships we 
have only twenty-one that are fitted 
for service without long delay. Further- 
more, we have about seventy raiscel- 
laneoup, fighting ships not prepared 
for service in case of emergency. 
"We lack battle cruisers, airships 
and armed aeroplanes. 
"Our submarines are in a crippled 
condition. 
• 
, 
"The complement of all torpedo de- 
stroyers has been reduce from fifteen 
to twenty-five percent to get men to 
commission new boats. 
This reduc- 
tion in personnel is a serious handi- 
cap, reduces the efficiency of the de- 
stroyers, 
affects 
contentment, and 
prevents the boat being kept in good 
condition. 
"The Alantjc fleet alone needs 5,000 
more men.

"The reserve fleet at Philadelphia 
was lurgely depleted 1n order to get; 
a. crew for the Alabama when she was j 
ordered to Hampton Roads to enforce : 
neutrality.

"The review in Xew York this year , 
was a poor imitation of previous re- 
views, in that the reserve fleet was 
absent. It was -a mere parade, not a 
mobilization. It did not indicate the 
true condition'of the navy because the 
people did not know the whole truth. 
Lack of Men. - ' 
• - 
"For lack of men,-ships are laid up 
a.t na_vy yards, where 
they rapidly 
deteriorate.1 like a.vacant house. - All 
small ships and all cruisers now laid 
up for lack of men. are needed in Mex- 
ico'and elsewhere,. - and should 
?be 
ready for an emergency, call to pre- 
vent the employment o f - battleships 
at gunboat'dttty. The complement of 
enlisted men-at shore stations and 
training stations has been cut down, 
with a decided loss of efficiency; and 
greatly to-the discontent and discom- 
fort of the men. 
"To enumerate the ships In the 
navy and make a list, of new 
ships 
authorized gives no idea whatever of 
the true condition of the navy as to 
its readiness for war. Ships without 
men are of little use, and a navy 
without a policy, and with no well coi- 
sldered organization at the naw de- 
partment will-only Invite a condition 
of chaos In event of war. 
The statement of Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt-that we need 
18.000 
men, is undoubtedly true. The navy 
is deteriorating fnr lack of men. The 
target practice this last year IB no 
better than It was ten years ago. 
"Congress Is negligent In not hav- 
ing established a national council of 
defense, a general staff, 
and an or- 
ganized naval reserve of 50,000 exper- 
ienced men. 


Need Definite Policy. 
"In calling attention to these de- 
fects, I have not done so for the sake 
of criticising the present head of the 
navy, for although I fe«l that he must 
be held responsible for the demoral- 
ized condition of the personnel, ann 
the decreased efficiency of the navy 
at the present time, yet the lack of 
any definite naval policy for many 
years, except in the general board of 
the navy, and the failure of the peo- 
ple and congress to recognize the ne- 
cessity for. such, a policy, has placed 
us in a position of Inferiority, which 
circumstance may lead us to war, or 
cause us great embarrassment, 
as 
well as discredit to the country. 


People Should Know. 


"The investigation of our national 
defense and comprehensive plan for 
ttre future should be an obligatory 
matter in our next congress, for the 
navy belongs to the people of the 
country, and they have 
a right to 
know Its condition and how it Is be- 
ing managed,. 
The mere appropria- 
tion of vastly increased sums would 
not be instrumental In bringing about 
reforms or military

The 
stable fly is the fly that bites.

house fly cannot bite.

PINEAPPLE DISHES. 
Pineapple Salad—Cut a smalUpine- 
apple int9 tiny cubes, mix with one 
cup Englisli walnuts, 
chopped, and 
one cup celery 
cut in small pieces. 
Place a portion on each, salad plate 
on a bed 
of shredded 
lettuce, and 
pour over mayonnaise mixed with an 
equal 
amount 
of whipped 
cream. 
Serve very cold. 


Pineapple Cream—Whip 
one 
cup 
sweet cream 
until stift 
Peel and 
chop a pineapple, add juice of a lem- 
on and two-thirds cup powdered sug- 
ar. Dissolve one ounce of gelatin in 
a little hot water, mix all lightly to- 
gether and pour into a mold. When 
firm, turn out carefully onto dish in 
which it is to be served. 


Pineapple Whip—Grate one 
large 
pineapple, sprinkle 
with powdered 
sugar, let stand 
half an hour then 
put over flre. with half a lemon and 
half cup 
sugar; cook 
until thick 
Beat four eges very stiff, 
adding a 
pinch of salt, then add the hot pine- 
apple a 
spoonful at a 
time. 
Pour 
into buttered mold and bake in slow 
oven half hour. Serve with whipped 
cream. 


Pineapple Pie—Grate a large pine- 
apple and mix it with two cups sug- 
ar; add well-beaten yolks of three 
eggs, two tablespoons cornstarch and 
one and 9ne-half cups sweet cream 
Baks/in rich crust. Add a meringue 
made with whites of the eggs beaten 
stift with six tablespoons powdered 
sugar; flavor with pineapple extract. 
Return to oven to brown slightly.

Many are the threads 
of dependency by which our lives are 
bound up with the lives of others, and 
man is necessary for the well being, 
comfort and sustenance of man And 
when we pass on to things spiritual, 
this fact is specially emphasized by 
God s ordering. 
He does move the 
spirt of men to receve His grace bv 
the direct working of His Holy Spirit. 
But in satisfying man's spiritual lons- 
ine. Ood still sends forth His servants, 
still _ uses human instrumentality. 
In 
Jewish days now by one, now by an- 
cther, the Divine invitation was spok- 
en in the ears of men. When Jesus 
came He taught us He would still 
work out man's spiritual good by this 
law of human ministration. Still by 
His command man ministers to man, 
the church to the world, the clergy to 
The people. The Fatih was once" de- 
livered to tire saints, to be handed en 
to those who should come after them. 
The Revelation of God is conveyed TO 
men through words written by the 
hand or spoken by the lips of men. 
The sacraments ordained by Christ 
and necessary for salvation are ad- 
ministered to men by those who are 


are the excuses still offered as . the 
exeues of man to quiet a conscience 
when man disregards God's call and 
claim on His obedience. 


If this picture is true of the race u/ 
mankind In general, is rt not speulzu- 
ly true o£ us in particular? As a land, 
we have been signally blessed of Gofl. 
He has Indeed spread a great' feast 
before us. Even from a temporal point 
of view, He has prospered us. In this 
time of stress and warfare His bless- 
ing seems specially to be upon us as 
He guides us into the ways of peace. 
And what shall we say of His spir- 
itual mercies? We live in a land of 
religious liberty, in . the full light of 
God s own truth, in our midst a fine 
branch of Christ's 
Catholic 
church 
holding up the light of the Gospel. 
Ours the paramounts In all their beau- 
ty, as they came from the hands of 
Jesus. 
AU these are ours by God's 
kind providing. 
What use then are 
we making of them. 
Are we better

Take Exception of Past 
Policy and 


'Obtain Advisors on the Depart- 


ment 
of Commerce.

Tokio, June 15.—Making an excep- 
tion of her present-day policy of grad- 
ually discontinuing foreign advisers, 
Japan has recently enlisted the serv- 
iijes of such an advis-er to the depart- 
ment of commerce. The object is to 
secure expert counsel in the move- 
ment now undertaken by the Japan- 
ese to push their trade in all direc- 
tions. The appointee is Alexander S. 
Browne, an Australian, and his spe- 
cial work will be to advise the depart- 
ment of commerce in the development 
of trade to Australia and the South 
Seas generally. 
The .gradual relinquishment of for- 
eign advisers is a striking evidence 
of growing Japanese conviction that 
Japan is now able to deal with for- 
eign nations 
in her own 
way and 
through the medium of her own peo- 
ple. It is an indication that Japan 
feels 
she 
has 
absorbed 
sufficient 
knowledge of the west to make her 
efficient by herself in dealing with 
the west." Tee abandonment of for- 
eign advisers has been brought about 
by refraining from 
appointing suc- 
cessors to the able 
men -who have 
rendered valuable aid in the 
past 
when either resignation or death has 
terminated their services. The most 
important instance of this conscious- 
ness that Japan is able now to carry 
on her affairs without foreign aid was 
the decision not 
to fill-the • place 
when left vacant by the death of the 
late Henry W. Deuison, the 
distin- 
guished 
American, 
who . occupied 
the post of adviser to. the" department 
of foreign affairs.

The great war, with the temporary 
elimination of Germany as a com- 
petitor in the markets of the -world 
and Japan's natural desire to expand 
her trade, led to the decision to em- 
ploy a commercial expert.

The Japanese point of view is that 
to compete successfully with the for- 
eign countries .she must adopt 
the 
standard of thesa countries and be 
familiar with all the commercial and
